As we discussed previously, the 7 trip you're 
planning to Argentina will have a considerable human 
rights focus. The trip itself undoubtedly will be 
criticized by some in that the travel of the Secretary 
of State to a country which is a major human rights 
violator appears to offer additional legitimacy to the 
government in question and implies support for that 
government. We might be able to lay that false per¬ 
ception to rest entirely aha avoid even having to 
respond to criticism of tjiat nature if I were to ac¬ 
company you. In that ve/n., it would be possible for 
me, in addition to participating in those sessions with 
GOA leaders that you -thought appropriate, also renew 
my contact with the I^uman rights community in Argentina.
